REMARKS 



Status of the claims 

Claims 1-18 are pending. The rejections of claims 1-3 
and 6-7 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) and of claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) are affirmed by The Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences. Additionally, the provisional rejections of claims 1-7 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 for double patenting and of claims 8-18 for 
obviousness-type double patenting are affirmed. The rejection of 
claim 4 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) is reversed and the rejection of 
claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is vacated. Claims 10 and 18 are 
amended. Claims 1-7 and 12-15 are canceled. No new matter is 
added.
